HE Booty which the Rufhans took in the Ex- 
pedition to Crim Tartary, is valued at above 

20 Millions of Rubles: All the Country they tra- 
verfed is quite ruin’d, and there was hardly a Village 
which they plunder’d, but the Coffacks and Calmucks 
fet Fire to it; and the Tartars themfelves burnt a 
t many Places, from whence they fled at the Ap- 
proach of the Ruffians; but the Kan himéelf was 
only to blame for the Defolati.n of his Country, .if 
it be true, as they fay, that the Count de Munich 
declared to him in no leS than three Letters, ‘ That 
* tho’ the Emprefs. had tent him to make War upon 
¢ the Crim Tartars, as a Reprifal for the unparallel'’d 
¢ Infults and Cruelties which the Tartars had com- 
¢ mitted upon her Subjects and Territories, yet her 
‘ Czarian Majefty, whofe Nature was always to be 
« merciful, was willing to fulpend the Effeéts of her 
¢ juft Refentment, on condition, That be jlould te- 
© come Tributary te the Crown of Ruffia ; that be {bould 
© deliver all bis Ports to her Imperial Majefly's Troops ; 
‘ and that he (bould fet all the Ruffians at Liberty whom 
© bis Troops bad carried into Slavery:* But to thefe 
Propofals, it feems, the Kan returned no manner of 
v4 *Tiseonfirm’d, that the Czarina has 
fent full Powers to the Count de Munich to treat of an 
Accommodation with the Grand Vizier ; and we are 
affured, that he has Orders to demand as Prelimi- 
naries, That the Czarina remain in Poffeffion of Afoph, 
and her other Conquefts upon the Black Sea, and that the 
whele Treaty of Accommodation be conduéted by the Medi- 
ation of the Emperor and the two Maritime Powers. If 
thefe Preliminaries are not complied with, Count 
Munich is to be at full Liberty to attack the Turks, 
who in the mean time are fo far from being formidable 
to that General, that he is refolved to go and poft 
himfelf in the Sight of Bender, and there to wait for 
them in a Camp without any Intrenchments to guard 
it. — Before the Envoy from the new Sophy of Perfia 
fet out for Ifpahan, the Czarina gave him Prefents for 


that Prince to the Value of above 100,000 Rubles, ‘ 


and the Envoy himfelf was prefented with her Cza- 
rian Majefty’s Picture adorn’d with Diamonds, to the 
Value of 20,000 Rubles. ——— The Count d’Offein, 
Envoy Extraordimary from the Court of Vienna, has 
declared to the Czarina’s Minifter, ‘ That if the 
‘ Emperor and the Maritime Powers cannot fucceed 
* by their Mediation, in accommodating the Diffe- 
* rences betwixt Ruflia and the Porte, <a mm 
« Majefty will, without more Delay, join his Troops 
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* to thofe which the Cazarina defignsto employ again 
* the Turks.” — A Ship is fet out tor Stockholm, with 
magnificent Prefénts on board from the Caarina for the 
we Sy Quetn of Swedeg.— It will be very ac- 
Ceptable News to the Republick of Li:erature, to 
hear that the Czarina has order’d the Count de Mus 
nich to fend thofe MSS hither which were found in 
the Library of the Miffionary Jefuits at Bacciefary in 
Crim Tartary, in order to bz perufed by our Academy 
of Sciences. 

Hamburg, Aug. 20. 0. S. By a Lift we have res 
ceived from Petersburg, it appears, thar if the 
two Bodies undef the Count de Munich and General 
Lafcy, are obliged to join the Forces under the 
Command of the Prince of Hefle Homburg, they will 
then be able to bring an Army into the icld againgt 
the Turks of 120,000 Men of Regular Troops, be- 
fides 62,000 Coflacks and Calmuck:, and 8000 Tar- 
tars of Cuban. 

Vienna, Avg. 13.0 §.. Forafmuch as the Turks 
continue to aflemble ‘Troops about Niffa and Wiuir, 
on the Frontiers of Hungary, in order te form 4 
Camps there ; it looks as if they were reaily afraid 
of being attacked by the Emperor, in cafe his good 
Offices, and thofe of the Maritime Powers, fhould 

ove unfuccefsful-——-T he States of the Emperor's 

eredirary Countries having reprefented, that it 
would be very difficulr, if not impoflible for them, 
to furnifh the 20,000 Recruits demanded of them by 
the Emperor, ‘tis agreed they fhall give an E \iva- 
lent in Money, at the Rate of 45 Fiorins per Many 
which in the Whole will amount to 900,000 Florins 
and will be laid out by the Emperor in the Hire o 
Regular Troops from the Princes, of the Empire ; 
which Troops will likewife be employed againtt the 
Turks, in cafe the Emperor be obliged to make War 
upon them=——-T'he Spanifh Court being defirous of 
treating directly with this Court, with Regard to 
their particular Interefts, and having now confented 
to the Evacuation of Tulcany, the Count de Puen- 
clara, their Ambaflador at Venice, has again de 
manded Paffports for his Journey hither, and a Spa- 
nith Banker is, by his Order, actually treating about 
the Hire of a Houle for him in the Suburb of St, 
Leopold, which he is to furnith ready for his Recep- 
tion Yefterday Count Seckendortf, in Confide- 
ration of his great Services to the Houfe of Aultria 
for 50 Years paft, was fworn one of the Emperor's 
Privy Council—-————IJt appearing by the lat Dif- 
patches which the Court received ben Conflanti- 
nople, that the Turks only feck to gain Time, by 
delaying, upon various Pretences, to give a categorical 
Antwer to the Propofals for an Accommodation with 
Ruflia ; and forafmuch as the Czarina infifts ftrenu- 
oufly on her Demand of the Succours ftipulated by 
the Treaties, ‘tis the general Opinion, that the 
Imperial Court cannot avoid entring into the War, 
the rather, becaufe they have lnvelliganer, that the 
Turks do underhand, animate and fupport, the Re- 
bels and Vagabonds of Hungary and Croatia. 

Rome, Aug. 7. O. S. Two Days ago when the 
Feftival of St. Staniflaus was celebrated in the Church 
of the Polith Nation, it was obferved, that no Pi- 
ture was fet up on that Occafion but the Pope's, 
whereas "twas the Cuftom always to fet up alfo that of - 
the King of Poland than reigning: Bur this was 
omitred, more to cool the Refeatment of the Duke of 
St. Aignan the French Ambaflador, who wrote a 
Letter the other Day from Frefcati, to the Auditor 
of the Rota from France, wherein, among others, 
he has thefe Expreflions.

Baftia, July 28. O. S. The Misfortune of the 
Genoefe in their Atrack of the Ifland Roffa, has 
occafion’d a great Confternation. As Colonel Mare 
chelli and Major Murati, are chiefly blamed for it 
by their precipitant Retreat fiom the Rebels, to whom 
they were the firft that turn'd their Backs, they weré 
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t ander an Arreft as {oon as they came hither, 
crof theCommiffary General of the Republick, 

and are to be profecured. We hear, that after this 
unfortunate Expedition, the Kebels feized two Shigs 
which the Republick had fent on che Coaft, an one 
of which was the Military Cheft, and in the other, 
a great Number of Tools for breaking Ground, 50 
Barrels of Gunpowder, and a good Quantity of Am- 
‘munition and Provifians. The laft Advices we had 
of the Motions of the Rebels fay, that Theodore 
is marched a fecond Time at the Head of 5000 Men, 
to reconquer the Province of Nebbio, and that when 
he arrived at Lento, he fummoned the Inhabitants 
of the faid Province, to deliver up the 2000 Mul- 
kets which the Commiffary General had fent them 
before they revolted, on Pain of being treated with 
the utmoft Severity. We are the more ag HD to 
know how they will behave, becaufe they have Ho- 
ftages in this Place, who are anfwerable for their 
Fidelity to the Genocfe Repubdlick. : 
) born, Aug. 7.0.8. According to Advices from 
Corfica, the Mifcarriage of the Genocfe Attempt to

Letters from Italy fay, that the King of Sardinia 
had confented to the entire Evacuation of the Milanefe 
before the Expiration of Auguft, and that he was 
actually drawing off his Artillery and Ammunition 
from the Calile of Milan, in order to deliver it up 
co the Germans upon St. Bartholomew's Day. The 
add, that Cremona was to be evacuated on the 1it 
uit. anid the other Places onthe Days following ; and 
shat the King of Sardinia was to be put in Poileffion 
of the Fiefs of the Langhes on the 21f ult. when 
his Majefty was to be there in Perfon with all his 
Minilters. : 

The Venetians fay they have Advice, that the In- 
habitants of Candahar, and fome neighbouring Pro- 
winces, had not only refufed to acknowledge ‘Thamas 
Kouli Kan in quality of Sophy of Perfia; but had 
even declared, after the young Sophy’s Death, 4n 
favour of the Son of Uffein his Uncle; and that 
upon this News Kouli Kan detach’d Part of his 
Army to bring the faid Inhabitants to Reafon ; for 
which Caufe his Operations againft the Turks were 
in forme Meafure fufpended. Burt thefe Advices need 
Confirmation. : 

The Emperor of Germany has fent a Letter to the 
Dyet of Ratisbon, fignifying his Intention to have 
Regard to the Sollicitations made by the Proteftant 
‘Powers for revoking the offenfive Claufe in the gth 
Article of the Treaty of Ryfwick.
